Few white men have ever seen 


a Peyote ceremony, but many 
have tried to eliminate the Indian 
religious practice which involves 
eating parts of the Peyote cactus. 


Missionaries 
and others have 


denounced the Peyote ceremony 
as a pagan ritual. 


But practitioners of Peyote deny 


this and they have some support 
from white men. 


Dr. Sol Tax, a University of 


Chicago anthropologist and one of 
the f'e'w white' men ever to attend 
a Peyote ritual, called it one ot 
the most wonderful religious ex- 
periences he ever had. And a Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma anthropolo- 
gist, Dr. William E. Bittle, called 
Peyote a panacea to a large num- 
ber of Indian ills.

created by the Corps of Engi- 
neers and private industry. 


However, Central Arkansas was 


notably devoid of "fishing holes" 
within short driving distance and 
after World War II a move be- 
gan to create an artificial lake 
in the area. Sportsmen contrib- 
uted about $36,000 for land acquis- 


rirrrtf 
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ition in Faulkner County and the 
Game and Fish Commission be- 
gan work on Lake Conway. 


The 6,700-acre lake was com- 


pleted in 1948 and became an 
immediate success.

Aid for TV 
Education 
Expansion 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy signed into law today a 
bill providing federal aid toward 
expansion of educational television 
stations all over the country. 


The measure authorizes appro- 


priations of $32 million over a 
five-year period beginning-July"; 1 
for construction of educational tel- 
evision facilities. The federal aid 
is to be matched by educational 
institutions and nonprofit groups. 


The bill represented a comprorrVi 


ise between a Senate, measure au- 
thorizing a . $5l-million^ program 
and a House authorization of $25 
million. 


The secretary of health, educa- 


tion and welfare would allocate 
the grants under the bill. To as- 
sure a wide distribution of the fed- 
eral aid, the bill sets a million-dol- 
lar ceiling on the amount that 
could be provided in any one state, 


A congressional report explain- 


ing the compromise bill said that 
although the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission' 10 ye'ars' ago re- 
served 273 chancls' for' education- 
al television only 62 arc in us* 
Yet, it said, a minimum need of 
1,197 such channels has been in- 
dicted by national surveys.

Genes Govern 
the Destiny 
of Humans

Much of human destiny is gov 
crncd by genes, the tiny miracu 
Ions agents of heredity. 


Clones determine inherited chdr 


aclcristics. from eye color to in 
tclligcnce, susceptibility to some 
diseases, the potential for long 
life. 


What effects nuclear fallout has 


on genes is one of the worrisome 
questions 
surrounding 
atomic 


.csts. Recent scientific findings, 
Including the story gathered from 
one million mice here, arc putting 
the answer in belter focus. 


It's long been known that genes 


mutate or change spontaneously. 
Mishaps occur when new genes 
are assembled in body cells. Heat 
and chemicals can cause muta 
lions. S'o can radiation. Mutations 
in genes arc generally considered 
to be harmful, only occasionally 
resulting in an improvement in 
evolution. 


Scientists 
assume 
background 


radiation 
causes 
some 
"spon 


taneous 
mutations, 
Various ex 


perls think it causes from one 
fourth to 140th of all spontaneous 
mutations. 


Fallout has added a little bit to 


natural radiation, so they assume 
fallout must also be. contributing 
to human genetic changes. 


Note the word "assume." 
For the experts' .cbnccrn stems 


largely 
from 
radiation 
studies 


with fruitflies, mice, and other 
animals, plus some' observations 
of humans. Hefty exposures to 
X rays produce rn'utalions. The 
bigger Hie dose, the more muta 
lions. 


So, playing it cautiously, genet 


icists assume any amount of ra 
dialion affects some genes, even 
the small amount . from natural 
radiation, and the 5 per cent or 
so increase over that from fall 
out. 


They assume there is no thresh 


old, no amount so low it wouldn't 
affect 
some 
genes, 
sometime. 


They've also suspected that one 
lit on a gene from radiation 
could acl to mutate >lhat gene. 


They formerly believed it didn't 


mattei- whether a given dosage 
of radiation was received all at 
once, or spread over- a long, peri 
od of time—the mutation effect 
would be the same.
